Mechanics Hall, Boston, Feb. 24.— President W ilson in his first 
speech here today on landing from France invited the critics cf the 
League of Nations plan to “ test the 
sentiment 
of 
Am erica.” 
The 
president began his address by asking his audience if they could un­ 
derstand he was as glad to see them as they were to se* 
him 
and 
went on to express appreciation o f his reception. 


H is reception in Europe he attributed not as a welcome to him­ 
self, but to the Am erican people. 
He regarded it as a welcome to the 
“ friends of liberty coming across the sea to see that a new world was 
to be reconstructed on the basis of justice and right. 
The greatest 
thing I have to report to you.” he said, "is that this great c o u n t r y 
of ours is trusted throughout the world.” 


“ I have not come to report on the progress of the peace confer­ 
ence; that would be prem ature,” he asserted. 
“ The men who are in 
conference in Paris realize they are not masters of their people, but 
servants of their people, and no man w ill dare go and report any­ 
thing less than expected.” 


Speaking of the slow progress of the conference the president re 
minded his audience of the complexity of the problems faced. “ W hat 
we are’ doing,” he said, “ is to hear the whole case from those most 
interested. 


“ I have been struck by the moderation of those representing na­ 
tional claims . I have seen tears in the eyes of men pleading for a na­ 
tional ambition, but they were not the tears of anguish, they we e 
tears of hope. 


There is no nation in Europe that suspects the course of tho 
United States. 
W as there ever s„ch a wonderful thing btfore? 
I 
would net have you understand the men who represent the other na 
tions there are disinterested; quite the 
contrary. 
The 
European 
statesman, he said, whe*** unable to to agree, were to resort to the 
nation known as “ the friend of m ankind.” 


To illustrate his point, the president related that American sol­ 
diers were welcomed in all European countries, 
lf I wm*0 to regard 
the pride I feel, a persona! pride, I would be the 
most 
stuck-up 
man in the world. 
I have been searching 
for

fundamental 
things that brought Europe to believe in us. 
For the first three 
years it appeared as if America was to ketp hands off in 
the 
war. 
Suddenly the whole verdict was reversed. 
It was when they saw 
Am erica not. only held ideas, but acted ideas, and became the con­ 
firmed bartisans of America and
